IN Tim BAKLY SIXTIES. 

Iteiiilulaceiices of C. .1. Kiickliiy and OtberOld 
Victorians— Ned's KIrst Appearance 
III tliK Drama. 

Tho ftillowing sketch of E.J. Buckley, 
who has lately made such a favorable im- 
piussi(jn in San Francisco theatrical cir- 
cles as Marc Antony, will be read with 
interest by many people who remember 
Ned Buckley's boyhood iu Victoria; — 
F.uckley was uorn in San Francisco and 
In-ciUght to Victoria by his parents at the 
outbreak of thu Fnisur Itivor gidd excite- 
ment in 1858. Ned's father started an 
hotel during the winter of i8()l, on tho 
southwest corner of Yates und Quadra 
streets, u large frame building in the rear 
being known as "Buckley's Hall," this 
same building being now used by the 
Athletic club, and the hotol converted in- 
to a dwelling house. This hotel was much 
used by tho Fraaor river and Cariboo 
miners, who had showers of coin and a 
long winter to spend it in. Nod was a 
bright, nice-looking lad, considered "cute" 
and was made much of by his father's 
gueats, who supplied him liberally 
with cuui ' — too liberally in fact. 
These miners were a jolly, devil-may- 
care set of fellows, and Victoria 
being a dull place, they wero left pretty 
iiiucli to their own resources for aniuse- 
inont, and horao-raciiig became the most 
favored pastime. Nothing would do but 
little Nod Buckley must have a mount, 
and being apt to learn and fond of horses, 
ho soon became the Archor of Victoria, 
and was real'y a good jockey. In 1861-G2, 
when Antlor and William's Creeks were 
turning out fabuloua amounts of dust and 
nuggets, every maii .brii^piu; dotl^.i.li^. 
pile had tb hi»ve *n' intCr^t i:i f race 
iioi'se, or ho didn't amount to "beaiis." 

Ned rode every horse on the list, from 
"Three Leg'd Pete" to "Silver Tail," for 
tho minei-8 who frequented his father's 
house. Then the ofiicers of the royal 
navy at Esquimalt thought tlioy would 
take a bund, as the miners wero having 
too much fun. From thia time the zest 
in the sport began to fail, and the races 
became "crooked." To vary the mono- 
tony, the miners must put up jobs on the 
"tars," and tho jobs they did put up were 
terrorf, but funny— for the miners. Cap- 
tain Edgurtoii, brother to tho Earl of 
Kllusmere, was very enthusiastic and 
ran an old plug he had against 
a lialf-brocd kiyuso owned by Frank 
Fulfurd, a minor. Ned rodo for 
l''rank, and rodo so "crooked" that 
the Victoria jockey club black-balled him. 
Everybody blamed the. miners, Ned being 
thoir tool and only a lad. A couple of 
years .iftor Ned turned up on William's 
Crook, Cariboo, as a full-fledged 
aport, and waa dealing faro — the 
"bank" belonging to him and Jake 
Marka, brother of Joe Marks, 
then a jeweler in Victoria. It was said 
Joe provided the "chips" and was to 
have a aliare'in the booty, but the miners 
gjut up jobs on them and the bank burst. 
Bill English, a Caribooite, was believed 
to have had something to do in "busting" 
' hat bank and several other similar in- 
stitutions. He never wont much on faro, 
except for the fun, but when he did have 
a liand in sending a bank "up the flume" 
you could hear his'IaugE from'Barkeiryflle 
clear through the canyon to Richfield. 
.\t that period Nud Buckley's only ex- 
perience with tho stage was in connection 
with tho performance given by tho amat- 
eurs' of Victoria. Ned was great on 
apoutsng, and in Cariboo gave aovoral re- 
cit,ations in. public. " Bingon on the 
Rhhie" he dmiv^red in tiiie style. His 
Iirst ajipearanCe iu drama was in Tom 
.■\tchinsiin's theatre (barn)— behind tho 
.Haloon- ill a piece called tho "Seven 
Clerks," and one of hia supporters was 
lhu kite Mr. ./oshua Thompson, member for 
Cariboo. Tho performance was considered 
a treat by the miners, who prophesied a 
lii-illiant future fur Ned on the stage. This 
prophecy has been fulfilled, for when 
.\ud returned to California he adopted 
iho stage as a |)rofossion ; hia rise waa 
rapid, antl to-day ho has few superiors in 
his espuoial line. In "Marc Antony" he 
has made a decided "hit," and is highly 
spoken of by the press.

Ottawa, March 15. — Davies continued 
the debate on unrestricted reciprocity fol- 
lowing much in the line of Sir Richard 
Cirtwright. He drew a doleful picture of 
Canada's condition, and repeated the con- 
tention . that nature has declared 
against ' herv."'ahd;;c"'^;thai .":; lines, of 
trade tended to' the TInitcd States, 
and not between the provinces. 

Hon. G. K. Foster, replying, said that ' 
tho adoption of the resolution involved 
tho complete diversion of our trade ; 
commercial and poli..ical severance from 
the mother country; the almost total loss 
of our customs' revenue; the establish- 
ment of a new method of taxation at 
variance with the wants und wishes of onr 
people, and tho social destruction of a 
largo proportion of jur industrial institu- 
tions. He concluded by moving the 
following amendment: 

" That Canada in the future, as in the 
past, is desirous of cultivating and oxtond- 
ing trade relations with the United States 
in so far as this may not conHict with tho 
policy of fostering the varied industries 
of the Dominion adopted in 1879, and 
which was marked by tho warm sanction 
and approval of tho people." 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
McMullon, Portor and Dessainist. 

At the meeting of the Dominion Arfcil- 
lex'y Association Lord Lansdowne said the 
committee on dofonco bad not been ap- 
pointed with the view of increasing the 
cost to -the country, but simply for the 
purpose of taking stock of our defences.

Victoria 
needs manufactories very badly if she i» 
to become the great city wo all look for- 
ward to seeing iier bocoiiio. One industry 
begets another, and when tho start lia.s 
been made our citizens will be astonished 
to lind the readiness with which capital 
will HL'ck investment. As was soggestud 
at (he meeting on Wednesday night, tlie 
giMutiiiL; of a bonus to a sugar relinery 
should soon take practical sliupo, while 
' any aid that can ^ bo given . the 
establishment of a smelting works, hero 
'should be readily . afforded. There is 
no reason why Yictoria, like- other Oiiiia- 
dian cities, should' hots become a great 
manufftoturing behtre, liut in ordb'r that it 
may become so its people, and espeeiidly 
the public men and bodies which repres- 
ent them, must jiut their slKJulders to the 
wheel and ilevise ways and means fcjr 
bringing so desirable a state of things to 
speedy consummation. Wo believe the 
spirit of progress which is'abroiul will 
uphold our civic representatives in the 
courso they propose taking — it is time 
that they w<ike up tu tho situation. In- 
cidentally we might say that there are 
many tiulds for capital and profit lying ail 
arinind us practically untouched. One 
enterprising gentleman has made a move 
in tlie right direction by proposing to es- 
tablish a lisii-freezing ostablisliinont at 
Beoclier Bay, which cannot, in our judg- 
ment, f iil to reap a rioli pecuniary reward. 
Tlio lumliei- interest is almost igmned. 
Tho necessity of buil.ling saw mills ut 
Viotorio West and Esquimalt miist bo 
patent to all. Tlie advantages of doing 
so are a))parent. Tho port is nearer the 
sea than any other in the province and 
tho supply of lumber at hand compara- 
tively inexhaustible. As compared with 
the mainland tho Island holds out indiice- 
inonts of so oxtruordiniiry a nature as to 
lead one to woiidor why they have not 
been availed of long ere this. Thin is 
only one branch of industry which proiii- 
iaes largo ])rofits to those who take it tiji 
|n a j)raoti«al and exteiuiva umnuor; 



others almost equally inviting might bo 
mentioned. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that those who have the means to 
do so, who are ' anxious to do 
good not only to themselves but 
ti> the public generally, who have a de- 
sire, as they should, to advance thu varied 
iuleresta of thiu Province, tliougb wo am 
referring now more especially to tlii.i por- 
tion of it, will at once rouse themselves 
from the lethargy into which they seem 
to have fallen and build up round about 
ua a groat commercial and industrial mart, 
which, while reflecting credit upon them- 
selves, will place the country in tho proud 
position it has by nature, been destined to 
oobujiy.'; ' What one niau ban do, othots 
can. Mr Dunsmuir,' whose enterprise 
and activity in many. tiolJs of 
notion have endeared him tj his 
follow niei! has done ami is still doing 
his share. I-ot others, who, while per- 
haps not blessed with his large means, 
nevertheless have money lying idle which 
might well be judiciously expendod for 
the public good, follow in his footsteps, 
ar.d thoy will not hove lived in vaui nor 
ho continually taunted with that expres- 
sive word— "mossbacks. " We want to 
see an awakening and trust that we shall 
not Imvo long to wait. We are viuy an- 
xious to see outside cajiital come into the 
country and yet aro loathe, by our (>>vn 
action, to attract it. This is, to say the 
least, most unreasonable. 

THE CHIEF CtJ.M.niSSlOiNER'S LAND 
ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon's act to amend the 
"Land Act, lHS-1," provides that any 
I iidian agent, upon eoiiH''liniu'c with, the 
law may divert curtain water from tlie 
natural eliaiuiel of any river or stream 
adjacent to a reserve, the water to be useil 
for agricultural or other jjurposes as may 
bonotit tho Indians, Section ',i grants 
iwwor to tho lit«ut.-s«vornor-in-council to 
reserve and set apart for the recreation 
and enjoyment of the public, or for 
eonipteiy purposes, so mucli of the crown 
l:iiuls as may be necessai-y.; and section 4 
proviiles for the setting apart of as much 
land as may be deemed necessary for 
school reserves. In section nine jn'ovision 
is made for the granting of le.ises of uu- 
pre-empted Crown lands to any person, 
persons or ci-rporation for tho purjiose oi 
l otting spars, lumber or, timber subject 
to the payment of un annual rental per 
acre and a royalty upon every thousand 
feet on the soiled measurement of the 
logs out on the said lauds. In the event 
of two or more parties applying for a 
lease of the same land, and the prim 
right of either aiiplicaiit is not estal 
lished, the Chief Commissioner may 
invite tenders from the apiilicants, <ii 
tho public, and tho person oli'eriiig tin 
highest bonus shall be entitled to tin 
lease. It is further provided that it shall 
be unlawful for any person, without u 
sjiecial license, to out, fell, or curry away, 
.•my trues or timber from any crown or 
patented lands of the Province, under a 
penalty of fine or imprisimment upon con 
viction, said special license to be subject 
to certain contlitiims, regulations and re 
strictions us may from time to time bo os 
tji^lished, and upon compliance with cor 
tjiin provisions mentioned in the act. N(j 
special license shall be granted for a larger 
area than one thousand acres, nor for 
longer pericjil than cme year, the license 
not to he tr.ansferable, and may b- 
surrendered at any time, no person to bi 
untitled, to more than one license. No 
timber licenses can be granted to lands 
forming Indian reserves, and it shall be in 
the po^er of the' chief coiiimissionor t< 
refuse to grant a license in respect of any 
particular land, if it shall be deemed ex- 
pedient in the public interest to do so 
All timber cut uijon Cioivn lands, {);4tent- 
ed lands, timlier leaseholds or timber 
limits, to be subject to a royalty of 
many cents for every tlions;ind feet, board 
measure. Am|ile pruvision is made in tlir. 
act for tho collection of this royalty. A 
further clause provides that tho .\ct sh il 
not ho construed so as to inflict pemUtiei 
upon free miners, travellers, persons en 
gaged in scientific pursuits or eicploring, 
farmers cutting timber for farm use, coal 
mine owners cutting timber for collier}- 
purposes, persons cutting cordwood for 
fuel, or for the use of steamers, or school 
purposes, any jiorson euti ing timber with- 
out authority or olherwise than permitleil 
by the Act, said timber may lie seized and 
sohl for the beiii'lil of the crown, and any 
person attempting to evade the pa^'inent 
of money under the Act shall forfeit the 
timber in respect of which ijaymont is 
attempted to be evaded.

Us stimulus to steam ongineoring branches 
is well-known, and it has increased tho 
product of wire many times over; has 
called into boing tho two industries of 
aic-carbon and incandescent lamp manu- 
facture, and, what is of still greater im- 
portance to the WHgu-cariier, gives em- 
ployment to at least 100,000 workers. 
While its introduction into Canada was 
slow at first, there are few cities of any 
size that do not now have the electric 
light oithor for stores and manufacturing 
establishments or street lighting. Vic- 
toria is woll to the foro in this regard. 



I'ROGRBSS OF ELECTRIC LIGHTING 

Tho growth of electric lighting in tiiu 
past fiyo years has boon something mar- 
vellous. In 1883 there were but a few 
cities supplied with this method of illumi- 
nation. But that yeinir the system began to 
tjiko its first groat stride in the United 
States, where it Imd birth. Early in 188(i 
the thirty or forty parent companies had 
hivi^lopod into about -150 local companies, 
iiid ill the same year tlu.'lnlal of new con- 
Jems was over .'iOO. Hut l,liis way small 
in comparison with the advaiii;e m.ade lasi 
yeai', when the total ran up to over ],OUI), 
in addition to the many gas companies 
that had entored.i,ithof li8tB, ,89 BS to shut 
olC ci)nii)etition and have the control in 
their own hiyds. It is now estimated 
that there are 4,000 oloctric lighting 
plants in thu United States, divided into 
incandescent, isolated and arc. The num- 
ber of laniiis burning in connection with 
these i)lants,Bays the Klirinnd Winid, has 
been variously estimated, but in no case do 
thu figures depart very widely from L!00,00() 
ares and at least I ,li!)l),()OIJ iiicaiidescents. 
Of the ares about jrj(),()(l() are credited t,o 
tho central stations. Incandescent light- 
ing has hitherto found its largest applica- 
tion in isolated plant work, but at least 
500,000 incandesconts may be put down 
as operated from stations, Tho figures of 
two leading aro light parent companies 
alone give upward of 80,000 arcs; and 
tho figures of tho two incandoscont coni- 
panioH mount toward 1,500,000 iiicandes- 
ccnts. It v«)uld thus bo apparent that 
tho t(;tals are very conservatively stated. 
In fact, tho tremendous rapidity of 
growth of itself discouragus oxnggeralion,

We know the opinion of our citizens as 
to its antagonistic policy to Victoiia, 
where it earns some of its bread and 
butter (it is uiulcrstood the larger portion 
001110.1 from the "torminal city," sugar 
coated), but would like to see their ex- 
pression of dissatisfaction not to say 
disgu.st, take some tangible form. We 
cannot afford to nourish a viper in oiir 
midst.

Ho.N'. Mil. Vkrxox's "Cattle Ranges 
Bill" passed the .House yesterday. Thu 
object of the measure is to permit a 
charge of fifteen to twenty-five cents per 
head on cattle feeding on land set apart 
as coiinnons, according to its value to the 
stock-raisei". The Land Act permits of 
blocks of Crown land, not excoeding IG, 
0(X) acres, being duelared reserved. This 
is done for tho pur[)ose of atbirding small 
owners ample feeding ranges for tlieii 
stock, and alsi> to prevent capitalists from 
ac(piiring large qimntitios of land adjacent 
to the farms of these small owners, virtu 
ally compelling tho lattxr to desist from 
stock-raising. Although the revenue do 
rived is not great, yet that gleaned from 
numeroiu settlers more than makes u] 
the deficiency. In spite of the wordy op 
position ' to the bill by tlie demagogic 
party, there is no question that tho 
lunnerous owners of small bands of stock 
will appreciate Hon. Mr. Vornon's otlbrts 
in their behalf.
